(“Board”) was held on the 5 th floor at 160 N. LaSalle at the Michael J. Bilandic Building, 
Chicago, Illinois. The Open Session on Video Gaming started at approximately 10:26 A.M. 
Present were Members Michael Holewinski, Maribeth Vander Weele and Chainnan Jaffe. 

APPROVAL OF MINUTES - 

Member Vander Weele moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its 
Regular Meeting of March 20, 2013. Member Holewinski seconded the motion. The 
Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Redacted Closed Session Minutes - July 2011 - December 2012 

Member Vander Weele moved that the Board approve the Dissemination of the 
Closed Session Minutes of Meetings from July 2011 through December 2012. 

Member Holewinski seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously 
by roll call vote. 

BOARD MEMBERS’ COMMENTS - 

Member Vander Weele stated that on licensing applications, a problematic relative of an 
applicant will not disqualify an applicant based solely upon a familial relationship. However, 
she will look at connections such as a business relationship between an applicant and his/her 
problematic relative.

PUBLIC COMMENTARY - 


Richard Meitzler, of Bally Technologies appeared before the Board voicing opposition to 
legislation that would allow Scientific Games International to be the central communication 
system vendor and WMS to supply VGT’s to the Illinois video gaming maker.
